by an Act, passed in the forty-fifth year of the preamble, 
reign of His present Majesty, intituled “ An Act to amend the Act 

“ Laws for improving and keeping in Repair the Post Roads Geo- m * 

“ in Ireland ; and for rendering the conveyance of Letters by 
His Majesty’s Post Office more secure and expeditious,” it was, among 
other things, enacted, “ That it shall and may be lawful for any .Grand 
“ Jury who shall present any new Road under said Act, to present to be 
“ raised off each barony or half barony through which such Road shall 
“ pass, or off the County at large, if it shall appear to them expedient, the 
“ whole of the sums necessary for laying out, forming, gravelling and 
“ fencing every part of any such new Line of Road, and making Foot- 
“ paths; and for repairing, gravelling, widening, fencing or turning the 
“ backs of existing Fences to the Road, or making Footpaths to any part 
“ of any old Road that shall be retained 



And whereas by the said recited Act, it is also Enacted, “ That it shall 
“ and may be lawful for the Owner or Occupier of any Ground, or of any 
“ House or Building into which any old Road is to be widened, or through 
“ which any new Road is to be made, under the authority of the said Act, 
2 “ or any person having an interest in any such Ground, House or Building, 
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“ to traverse the presentment for making or widening such Road for da- 
mages; and that the Jury, which shall try such traverse, shall a new 
verdict give, whether any and what damages shall accrue by the present- 
“ ment to the traversor or traversors ; and that it shall be lawful for such 
“ Grand Jury to present such sum or sums of Money so found for da- 
“ mages, or any part thereof, to be raised off the Barony, Half Barony, 

C ounty, of a City, or County of a Town, in which such Ground or House 
“ or other Building shall be situate 

AND whereas such Damages so found, form a component part of the 
general cost and expence of such Road, and it is fit and reasonable that 
the like Regulations should be enacted, respecting the presentment of such 
damages, as the other expences attending the making of such new Road, 
or widening and altering such old Road.

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Revenues in the district wherein the County Town is situate, all such sums same^to Col- 
as he shall receive from time to time from the Baronial or other Collectors, Revenues, 
by virtue of the presentments on account of which such Money shall have 
been advanced, until he shall have discharged the whole sum so advanced, 
but without interest for the same.

in case of failure of repayment of any Monies which may be advanced extended to 
under the said Act, be deemed and taken to extend to all cases of failure 
of repayment of any sums of Money which may be advanced under this

And be it further Enacted, That in case any sum or sums of Money so 
awarded for damages shall have been presented to be raised off any i^uingjiu^ 
Barony or half Barony in any County, and that the same hath not been i evy i ns Mo- 
levied, it shall and may be lawful for the Treasurer of such County to ne y presented, 
suspend issuing his warrant for the levying of such Money, and it shall be 
lawful for the Grand Jury of such County, if they think fit, at the next 
ensuing Assizes to present the same, to be raised according to the provisions 
hereinbefore contained. fa 

And be it further Enacted, That when any Grand Jury in Ireland, or the 
'y General Overseer or Overseers appointed by them shall have entered into a Grand jury, 
contract or contracts with any person or persons for forming, gravelling, p r o‘ V ed of a* 
widening and fencing any such line of Road, and for making Footpaths, or for- 

turning the backs of the existing fences to any part of such old Roads as mer Act. 
shall be retained, or for building, repairing, widening or altering Bridges, 

Arches, Pipes, Gullets or Walls thereon, or for lowering any Hills or filling 
up hollow or reducing any ascent, and shall have taken sufficient security 
from such contractor or contractors, and Two sureties by bond and 
warrant to confess judgment thereupon for the due execution of such 
works, according to the plans estimates and specifications annexed to 
such contract, and lodged with the Treasurer of the County, such security for 
such Contractor shall be approved of in manner by the said recited Act is 
directed ; and in such case it shall not be necessary for such overseer or 
overseers, or their deputy or deputies, to give security to such Treasurer ; 
any thing in the said recited Act to the contrary notwithstanding : Provided 
always, that the Treasurer shall not pay any Money to such contractor or 
contractors, except upon an order of or more of the General Treasurer not 

Overseers appointed by the Grand Jury, to which shall be annexed an to Contrac-'*
